expected. 
In the fighting north of 
th e Marne the retreat was skillfully 
planned and carried out in a

ner that excited adm iration. Machine 
gu n s w ere substituted for m en at al­ 
most, every point and the

around that particular bit of 
ord­ 
n an ce has been very thoroughly dem ­ 
onstrated. 
E very backward step of the enem y 
w as guarded by the autom atic guns. 
Get back the artillery and the bulk 
of th e infantry was the order repeat­ 
ed in the German arm y as the French 
and A m ericans prodded them .

m ost every instance the rear guard
